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Charles Sykes died at the 
age of 95 in April. 

“He knew. all along that the 
death duties would be fantas- 
tically high, but he said it was 
not right to try to avoid pay- 
ing the duty,’’ Mrs. Sykes ex- 
plained. 

“Mind you, all along he ‘dis- 
agreed with the idea of very 
high taxation -and death. du- 
ties, but he*said it was the 
law of the land and he must 
obey it. We talked it over and 


| I was in full agreement with 


him.” 

Had Sykes given away most 
of his money to relatives and 
friends five years before his 
death, bought agricultural 
land, or employed other legal 
devices, he could have*cut his 
death duties by about 80 per

Gen. Burns said that after the 
First’ Worlkd War so - called 
“merchants of death’’—private 
arms manufacturers and sup-

“Nowadays we see that most 
conventional arms races are 
supported by gifts of arma- 
ments or sales at bargain prices 
by govermments, or. under ‘aus- 
pices of governments.

“An objective observer might 
coriclude that the basis of such 
arms races is the notion of 
spheres of influence of great 
powers. ”

There Are No True Eels 
In Pacific Coast. Waters

eels. Thus, although we have no true eels on 
our side of the world we do have a number of 
creatures that masquerade under this name 
simply because they remind. us of the “Atlantic 
eel. Some of these are as follows: 

Lam prey-eel—The 


side 


creatures. Like the true eel the lamprey lives 
in both salt and fresh water but in the reverse 
order since it spawns in streams and attains 
adulthood in the sea.

There are some exceptions to this general 
life history cycle. One group. of Atlantic 
lampreys has lately become established in the 
Great Lakes and never go to sea. In their new 
fresh-water environment they have become a 
serious pest to fishes causing the near-

extermination of several species of commer 
cial importance. 

In British Columbia we have three species 
of Jamprey. Two of them, the Pacific lamprey 
and the River ‘lamprey, prey upon fish but 
they apparently do comparatively little dam- 
age to the commercial fishery. The third 
species, the Brook. lamprey, presumedly does 
not feed at all in the adult stage. 

* * * 

Blennies and Pricklebacks—Beneath stones 
exposed at low tide one will often see small, 
elongated fishes often.called “eels”. These are 
blennies or pricklebacks, represented by 
several different species of fishes which 
resemble eels in shape but are in no way 
related to them. Members of these groups are 
entirley marine; most are less than 12 inches 
long but some grow ¢o several feet in length. 

Wolf-eel—By far the largest of our eél-like 
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- caught by sportsmen. ‘ 


Eel-pout—On mud bottom in water ranging 
in depth down to 1,000 fathoms another group 
of eel-like fishes spends its life. These are the 
eel-pouts distinguished by having rather flabby 
skin and an underslung lower jaw. Eight kinds 
of these foot-long fishes are known to occur 
along our coast but since they haye no value 
they are of interest only to a scientist. 

* * * : 

Snipe-eel—The 18-inch snipe-eel with a thin 


spindly body and long flexible jaws completes ; 


the roster of British Columbia fishes com- 
monly confused with eels or sharing the.name: 
The, snipe-eeb-or thread-fish is a rarity in our 
waters; only one'has been taken so far, from 
deep water in Queen Charlotte Sound. 

To sum up, while we use the word “eel” in 
referring to several kinds of elongated fishes 
and other creatures with long bodies not one in 
British Columbia is a true eel. This particular 
body shape has been adopted’ by a great 
variety of creatures; itis the result of 
adaptation to’a way of life and does not 
indicate relationship in any way.

MONTREAL (CP) -- Three 
Russian scientists were re-_ 
peatedly interrupted Wednes- 
day when they attempted to 
give a lecture on conditions in 
the Arctic at’ the Expo 67 
Soviet. pavilion. 

A packed’ audience in the 
630-seat pavilion theatre 
clapped in rhythm to interrupt 
the speakers, kept up a 
continual murmur of chatter 
and ‘then walked out in large 
and noisy groups. 

“I was astonished,” said 
Korina Bliznichenko, a spe- 
cialist on world sea .and ocean 
conditions. 

“In Russia the public is 
very_.intefested in scientific

Mrs. Bliznichenko, a 
smartly-dressed blonde who 
reproved the chattering audi- 
ence at one point, did not get 
a-chance to lecture. 

After Arctic scientists Vic- 
tor Yenedictoy and Vadim 
Koslov were repeatedly inter- 
rupted, the program was cut 
short. Mrs. Bliznichenko an- 
nounced she would answer 
questions in a pavilion office 
“from any who are in- 
terested.” 


A spokesman for the Soviet 
pavilion’s public relations 
office said the program had 
‘been shortened by a half hour 
because important guests 
were expected at a following 
fashion show and the theatre 
had to be cleared early~for 
their arrival. 

Mr. Koslov, whose heavy 
accent may have been. part of: 
the problem, told the audience 
Canadians and Russians have 
an equal interest in Arctic 
exploration because they 
share many common prob- 
lems.

Are the clouds moved by the spinning of the earth? 
ee 


It seesm reasonable to sup- 
pose that the spinning earth 
creates a whirling draft, | strong 
enough to moye the airy 
atmosphere and its flocks of 
floating clouds. But this simple 
idea does not explain the facts. 
Experts say~ that clouds are} 
moved. by the interaction of 
several complicated forces. 

Our bulky globe spins eter- 
nally eastward around the cen- 
tral axis that ends at the two 
poles, The wide equator has to} 
spin at 1,000 miles per hour to} 
complete each 24-hour rotation. 
North and south of this wide 
waist, smaller and smaller 
cirlces of latitude spin slower) 
and slower, Near the poles, 
rotation speed diminishes 
almost to a-standstll. If the 
spinning earth created a global 
draft, the’ clouds. would be 
dragged eastward. They would 


whirl fast around the equator, 
slow down in higher latitudes 
and hover in motion masses 
above the poles. The gobal 
pattern of cloud” motion, of 
course, does not follow these 
rules. So the spinning earth does 
not create a draft that drags 
the clouds eastward in dimin- 
ishing global circles, 

However, the. earth’s rotation 
does play a role in the cloudy 
picture. In fact, it plays two 
roles. Clouds are wafted by 
winds and both are children of 
the sun and the spinning globe. 
The sun warms up patches of 
the air during the day and the 
summer and over the tropics. 
Cooler air masses tend to blow 
toward warmer air masses, 
gathering moisture from the 
seas, This interaction of sun and 
giobe creates the clouds and the 
winds that set them in motion.

New Zealand 
Introducing 
Decimal System 


AUCKLAND (CP)—After four 
years of preparation, New Zea- 
jand will switch July 10 to deci- 
mal currency in place of pounds, 
shillings and perice. 

The new money will be based 
cn dollars and cents. Two of the 
new dollars are worth an old 
pound. The New Zealand dollar 
will be equivalent to $1.50 in 
Canadian funds. 

The currency was distributed 
to banks throughout the country 
late in June in the biggest move- 
ment of money in the country’s 
history. Notes and coins were 
transferred. from Wellington in 
special trains, guarded by 
troops, police and bank staff 
under strict security. 

The decimal currency notes 
are in denominations of 1, 2, 5, 
10, 20 and 100 dollars. 

Coins will be issued in values 
of 1, 2, 5, 10, 20 and 50 cents, 
and there will be a commemor- 
ative $1 piece. The change will 
save weight,. since the new 1- 
and 2-cent coins are much 
smaller than the existing bronze 
coins, 

The time for the complete 
transition to the mew currency 
is indefinite.

Charles Sykes died at the 
age of 95 in April. 

“He knew all along that the 
death duties would be fantas- 
tieally high, but be said it was 
not right to try to avoid pay- 
ing the duty,” Mrs. Sykes ex- 
plained. 

“Mind you, all along he dis- 
agreed with the idea of very 
high taxation and death du- 


ties, but he said it was the 
law of the land and he must 
obey it. We talked it over and 
I was in full agreement with 
him.” 

Had Sykes given away most 
of his motiey to relatives and 
friends five years before his 
death, bought agricultural 
land, or employed other legal 
devices, he could have cut his 
death duties by about 80 per

Plea Made 
By Canada 
At Geneva 


GENEVA (Reuters) — 
Canada today called on the 
great powers to help stop 
the arms race in the Middle 
East and other areas of 
international tension. 


Recent events had shown how 
a worsening situation in one re- 
gion could threaten a clash be« 
tween the major powers%who 
supplied the area with arms, 
said Canada’s chief disarma- 
ment delegate, Gen. E. L. M,. 
Burns. 

He told the 17-nation disarma- 
ment conference. he supports 
President Johnson's recent pro- 
posal that the UN ask its mem- 
bers to report all shipments of 
arms to the Middle East. 

But Gen. Burns, first com- 
mander of the UN Emergency 
Force in the Middle East, added 
that he thought the president's 
proposal should be made appli- 
cable to other areas also.
